It will ba seen from tho opinions compUW 
from the untioiml i'lnuneo reports in regferd 
to tho revenue laws and their operation, 
that the- last three secretaries of the Treas- 
ury have expressed themselves decidely oa 
01:0 ur doth of two points,—namely, that 
the laws relating to tho collection of cuitoms 
duties are eon:p!ic;ited and incomperhensible, 
and that the Hyalm of paying moities for 
tlio detection aud punishment of fraud on 
the revenue is unsatisfactory tuid shouid be 
adcndoned On tho iirst point nothing could 
bo moro conclusive than I\fr. Eichardson's 
Ktatisticsof thennniber of appeals to the 
Tresnry department iu a stugle year in re. 
gard to the proper duty to bo levied, under 
our revenue laws. Jn order to be sure that 
be isnot violiiting a law rendering himself 
liable to be denounced as a criminal and con- 
demning him iu heavy damages, a merchant 
must not only know the law that is on tha 
statute book, but the effect of tho uurnerw^ 
and (.sometimes contradictory decisions of 
tlio chief officers ot the revenue,—and these 
are so many and so ' diverse that even the 
Secretary himself complains that they are 
complicated and need 
codifying.

The sum 
indicates how extensive the alleged frauds 
on (lie government are. 
Tho amount abovo- 


notod indicates detected irregularities of 
ueiuly five million dollars in sis yearn, and 
in, so for as-the irregularity was discovered 
after the deliver}- of the goods, it denotes 
deficiency in custom-house administration. 
But tho money paid is not to be taken ai 
proof oi guilt in every c«se: for a portion of 
it—how large a portion it is impossible to 
say—was paid to escape th<! interruption of 
business aud the injury to credit which 
would be eausee by n legal prosecution,—al- 
though the evidence might have been strong
